prefixed, inall Editions, to the Book it ſelf. 

* Inthe Proper Leſſons appointed for Holy-days. The Kalendar of 
5. 6. Edw. 6. omitteth oper Leſſons for the Converſion of Paul, be- 
- cauſe- that was then no Holy-day, but abrogated by the A& of 5.6. 
Edw. 6.ca.3-. Therefore in the Common Kalendar then eſtabliſhed, 
the firſt Leſſons for that day (being Far. 25.)as being a Common-day 
of the Week, were Gen. 46. and Gen. 47:. But. in the Book of 1 El:z. 
cheſe two Chapters arelaid by, and ſd. 5, and 6. put: in the. room.

Fences. : | 
1- Thereare many R#bricks wherein the Miniſter is called Prieſt, 
which1s the old Stile a1d Titlein.the Maſs-Book, from whence it was 
taken. We never finde it in the New Teſtament ; but onely in the 
Old: which Title was then given to ſich of the Levitesas were made 
Prieſts to ſacrifice at the Altar. And thence the Papiſts borrowed 
that name for their Popiſh Sacrificers at their Altars. Ir is now then, 
a meer Superſtitions and Antichriſtian Name, no way warranted by 
the Word of God, in the Pontifician'Senſe ; yet is it uſed above fifty 
times in our Litzrgy. Itis true, one ſeeks to excuſe it by ſaying , Uſe 
hath made this ſo Popular, as it is not ſafe to remove it; yet, confeſ- 
ſeth it may be altered without prejudice to Religion. But why may 
not:the Word Prieft be taken away , and the word:Minifter put in the 
room? TheName of Miniſter is not unknows: yea, itis as often 
uſed in the Rwubricks of the fame Book,as the name Prieft, Therefore 
it may, without theleaſt danger, or-oftence, be wholly obliterated. 
Hence it is, that in the Scots Liturgy it is wholly omitted , and Presby- 
zer put into the room thereof. Whereas this isa more ſtrange and 
unknown name , being borrowed from the Greek p52 ÞvT#e9s , which 
wasnever uſed to figntfic a Prieſt, but an Elder, and thence borrowed 
todenotea Miniſter , as all the Learned know : and none bye Papilts 
uſe the word Prieſt ; unleſs Scoffers at Miniſters , whom in ſcorn and

This was anciently 
adminiſtred every day, in the Church of England; and fo, tobeufed 
ſtill, at leaft in Cathedrals, as y_o by che Rubrick after the firſt 
E xhbortation at the Communion. It then , upon any reaſonable cauſe, 
there be no Communion, there ought at that time to be no Epi/Hle- 
and Goffel read. If there be any read, it is without warrant. So that 
theſe two Kabricks fight ;' and which to follow, is uncertain. And 
indeed, they are both but blind guides that lead into the ditch, and.

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Secondly , This is alſo no way agreeable to Humanity. Muſt a Mi- 
niſter, who hath the charge of many ſouls, adventure his health, and 
life , to- gratifie an infe&tious perſon in that which ( as by what hath 
been before alledged) is no way of neceſlity to the fick mans ſalvation ? 
Muſt the Miniſter do this, or be puniſhed with Deprivation, or other= 
wiſe ? What cruelty is this? Nay, the very Canons of 1603. Can.67. 
provided more mercifully then ſo ; which runs thus : hen any per- 
ſon is dangerouſly ſick,in any Pariſh,the Minifter or Curate (having know- 
ledge thereof) ſhall reſort to him or her, (if the Diſeaſe be not known , or 
probably ſufpefed to be infeffious ) to inflrud and comfort them, &c, Here 
is a Diſpenſation in caſe of the Plagze, or other infecions diſeaſe, for ſo 
much as viſiting the ſick, and no word at all of giving the Holy Com- 
- my So much ſhall at preſent ſuffice to be ſpoken of the Ru-

But if the wicked will turn from all bis ſins that he hath committed, and 
keep all my ſtatutes,and do that which is lawful & right he ſhall ſurely live, 
be ſhall not die. All bis tranſgreſſions that he bath committed , they ſhall not 
be mentioned unto bim : in bis righteouſneſithat be hath done, be ſhall live, 
Here is little harmony between the Service-Bookand Gods Book: eſpeci- 
ally conſidering the very firſt words in the Liturgy, At what time ſoever. 


Which hath no warrant from that Text, and is diflonant from ano-- 


ther, [To day if ye will hear his voice, &c.] and from that Application 
of it , Take heed, brethren, leſt there be in any of you an evil heart of un- 
belief,in departing from the living God ; but exhort one another dayly,while 
7t is called To Day, left any of you be hardened through the deceitfulneſi of 
fin. © Moſt men are convinced of the neceſlity of repenting : but,ſfuch 
is the deceirfirlneſi of their hearts, that too many defer it, and that up- 
on that very ground expreſſed in theſe words, (which have no ground 


or warrant from the Word of God ). At what time ſoever a ſinner re-

' Feis true, this is ſeemingly put off by a-great Do@or, thus : Dixit D. P. dz 
Dominw quoad ſenſum, licet nonverbatim. The Book ſpeaks the ſenſe, Diſcir- 
although not the very words of the Text. But this is too frigid an an- _ 2e6, 
ſwer to ſatisfie the Obje&ion. For , 1. It is ſaid tobe a ſentence of ***3* 
Scripture 3 not an Eabertatien according to the ſenſe onely. Itis one 
thing to give the ſerſe,another to repeat the words. 2. This agrees not 
with theſenſe, but is contrary thereunto , as was but now demonſtra- 
ted. Therefore it is untrue and injurious to charge the Apoſtles with 
the like, in alledging the 01d Teſtament in the New. 

S. That expreſſion in the general Confeſſion of ſins, viz. There is no 
health in us , (although well meant )) is incongruons , and improper, 
becauſe moſt of the common ſort underſtandnot the true meaning of 
itz yet patter it over, ontof cuſtom, without being (through their 
ionorance) duly ſenſible of what is indeed intended by it. Howbeit, 
the Miſter may not alter the Phraſe. 

3. After the firſ# Leſſon, at Morn. Prayer, Te Dewum, or, Benedicite, 
(both of them, Leing Apochrypals ) are to be read before the ſecond 
Leſſon; and fo they interrupt the continued reading of the holy Scrip= 
: zre 3 which,the Preface to that Book would hear us in hand, is provi- 

ed againſt. 

As for Te Deums or, We praiſe thee, O God, &c. it is a piece taken 
out of the Maſi-Book; and in Popiſh Churches uſually ſung, at times 
of great Vifories, Deliverances, and other Triumphs. From thence, 
ſome Biſhops (little to their credit) haveintroduced it, npon like oc- 
caſjons, into Proteſtant Churches: that being no where enjoyned, nor 
warranted by any Law in force. 

This ſhews what able men ſuch Biſhops are to govern, that know 
not how toexprels their thankſgiving to God for any extraordinary 
mercy, ſo well, as in a ſtpecſtitious formal dreſs uſually ſing in Popiſh 
Churches. And, as for Benedicite, viz. O all ye works of the Lord, &c, 
it 18 a piece of the Maſi-Book alſo, and taken out of the Apocryphal ſong 
of the three Children. Andit is bungled too; not ſet forth as itis in 
the Song it ſelf;as by comparing them may appear. And whereas that 
Song is ſaid, in the Title of it, inthe Apocrypha, to be the ſong of the 
three boly Children which followeth in the third of Daniel, after this place ;

——__ and Refponſals,or Anſwerings between Miniſter,Clerk 
and people,areenjoyned to be uſed; befide the cempayg of him, 
in the Confeſſion of ſins,Creed, reading every other verſe of the Pſalms, 
&c. How can ſuch things ( having no warra't in the Word.) be - 
done in Faith , in the Publique Worſhip of God; and not rather be: 
accounted Wil-Worſhip 7 This is the rather. to be excepted againſt, 
not 0:1eiy-becauſe it is ſo frequent in the Maſſ-Books, (but, no There 
eſe ;). but becauſe alſo the Preface to the Book of Common-Prayer, 
faith, That the reading of the holy Scripture is ( therein ).ſo ſet forth, that. 
all things ſhall be done in order, without breaking one piece thereof from a. 
nother : and for this cauſe, be cut off Antiphonies, Reffonds, Invitatorggs, 
and ſuch like things. as did break the continual courſe of the reading of the 
Scripture, How then, do ſo many Reſponds and Anſwers of (erk and 
People,while the Miniſter is reading ; as likewiſe thoſe Anthems before- 
mentioned, which interpoſe between the firſt and ſecond Leſſo ( all 
which are till continued in the Book )) agree with that Prefuce ſtill 
printed with the Book ? | 
5. If the Letany muſt be read (which contains petitions for more: 
particulars thenall the Book befides ; and,.being put. into oneconti-. 
mted.prayer, without ſo many interpolitions and interruptions, might 
te of far better uſe then now itis) why muſt the praying part be fo. 
much performed by the People, andnot by the Miniſter, whoſe pro- 
per Office it is in-publique; .to pray for the people as their mouth z.

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- for Sundays, one in the Letany, and two more in the Communion ; and, _ 


none other, or otherwiſe ; how can thoſe Prayers be uſed, without ma- 
king them that uſe them liable to the Law (if rigorouſly urged,) till 
they be.confirmed by A of Parliament ; Or rather, ill that Aﬀtof 
1. Eliz. 2. be repealed and taken away ? 

7. Albeit the Preface to the Book, ſaith, that therein, many things 
be left out, whereof ſome be untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome vain, and ſuper 
ftitious, and nothing is ordained to be read but the very pure Word of God, 
the holy Scriptures, or that which i evidently grounded upon the ſame : 
yet are there ſundry things more, in the Body of that Book, which are 


"neither certain, nor true, nor evidently grounded on the Word, For, to - 


omit the imperfe& and corrupt Tranſlations mentioned before in the 


Sheet of Paper inſerted into this prefent Book ; and, many more, not 


therein cited, (which ſhew there is too much,- which is not the very 
pure Word of God :)it is too too palpable,that, in the Prayefs, and pro- 
per Prefaces for Chriftmas day, and Whitſunday (as they are called) 
there are ſome things not only zncertazn,but falſe; yea,impollible to be 
true ; and therefore, not evidently crounded upon the Word of God. 
In the Colle& or Prayer for Chriſtmas day and ſeven days after, we 
mult; ia prayer, ſay unto God, that he hath givea Chriſt, this day (viz. 
Decemb. 25.) tobe bornof a pure Virein.. On what .Scripture is this 
(12. that he was born that: very day) evidently grounded ? and, if it 
did ſo appear ; how can we fay the ſame (withont manifeſt and groſs 
lying n1to God ), ſeven other days more, one after another, ſeeing he 


was born bnt.once,.and on one day onely ? ; The like muſt be ſaid of 


the proper Preface, for that Day ; of which before, in the Rabricks. 


Such alſo is the Colle& for Whitſunday,which begins thus : God which. 


as upom this day, &c.. And, more clearly, 11 the Proper Preface, it is 
ſaid, the Holy Ghoſt. came down this day from heaven, &c.. And this 


' muſt be ſaid not only on that day, but on fx days after. Can this be - 


true, when he came down in that manner, bur once ? And, when that 
day was,is very #ncertain; eſpecially with us,with whom Whitſunday is 
a:Moveable Feaſt falling out (as Lent,and Eafter do) ſome years in one 


month z ſome, in another ; but never on the fame day of the fame - 
month, two years together, What horrible abuſing of God, and . 


that in very Prayers, is this ? 


8. After the -Proper Prefaces at the Communion, followeth this : : 
Therefore with Angels, and Archangels,and with all the Company of hea= + 
ven, we laud and magnifie thy glorious Name, &c... Here is another ns - 
certainty (to ſay nothing of the.zztruth of it; for the Scripture ne-.- 
ver ſpeaks of more Archangels then one: :which is mentioned,. 1 Theſ . 
4. 16.. This one,” was Michael, Fade 12. to wit, Chriſt, the Prince of 
his people, Dan. 10. 21. whichmoſt, if not all, expound of Chrift : FE. .

Te is 5 
that the ſuppoſititious Dionyſiws Areopagita,takes upon hin,in his Cele= 
flial Fherarchy, to divide the Angels into three ſeveral Hierarchies : 
but, © marranto, further then his own bare word, he doth not at all 
fo much as propounnd ; only he pretendeth to take it from Epheſ.6. 12, 
Col. 1. 16. ( of which interpretations, ſee Zanch. in Epbeſ.) that expo= 
fition being a meer dream. 

9. In oneof the Prayers after the Communion, it is prayed, that 
thoſe things which for our unworthineſi we dare not, and for our blinaneſf, 
we cannot ak, vouchſafe to give us, 8c. This 1s a Contradi@tion : for, 
while we fay we dare not ask,, we do «kh, and pray him to give ws. 
Can wepray thus infaith ? Yes, you will ay, when we pray for this, 
for the worthineſt of Chrift, as after followeth. But then take this Re- 

ly. If onr own #:worthineſi cauſeth us not to dare to a5h,, why do we 
pray elſewhere, for ought elſe atall ? Itis not mans worthineff, but 
Gods promiſe (2 Sam. 7. 18, 19. and ver. 25, 26, 27. and P/al. x19. 
49 ) but efpecially Chriſts warrant and command (* Foh. 16. 23, 24.) 
that gives us boldneſs, to dare to ak whatſoever we need. 

10. Inthe ſecond Prayer at publique Baptiſm, we pray, that Tuf ants 
coming to Baptiſm, may receive remiſſion of their ſins by ſfiritual regene= 
ration. How can this be? itis true, Remiſſion of ſins and regeneration, 
flow from one and the ſame fountain, andare both conveyed and ſca- 
ledin Baptiſm, ſemnally atleaſt, to thoſe withinthe Covenant by the 
ſame Spirit. Bnt remiſſion of ſins is not received by, or from ſpiritual 
Regeneraticn, but by, and from the bloud of Chrift. For, without 
ſhedding of bloud there 35 no remiſſion, Heb. 9. 22. that is to ſay,tbe bloud 
of Feſus Chriſt cleanſeth us (in reſpe& of guilt) from all ſin, 1 Fob. 1.7. 
It is not then by the grace of regeneration wrought in us, but by the 
blond of Chriſt ſhed for us, that we recezve remiſſion of ſins. Away 
then with that exprefſion in Baptiſm ; unleſs we be more for mans 
falſhood, then for Gods Truth. 

11. All that is in the Catechiſm, tonching the Sacraments, was 
(contrary to the AF of 1. Eliz. 2.) added in iving Fames his Reign, 
but never confirmed by Parliament, therefore not fafely to be uſed, 
althongh ſomewhat in that kind be uſeful and neceſfary : yet not that 
model. The Anſwer to the firſt ®-r-ftion | viz. to that, How many 
Sacraments hath Chriſt ordained in bis Church #| is this, Two only as ge- 
nerally neceſſary to ſalvation: which Anſwer is very dubious, and liable 
to exception. For it may (withont racking) be interpreted as a 
tacite admiſſion of more (as Marriage, Holy Orders, &c.] though not 
generally neceſſary for all. Again, where itis demanded, why ave In= 
fants baptized, when by reaſon of their tender age they cannot perform 


them ? that is, they cannot repent, nor believe | which the Anſwer | 
the. 
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the 'next _—_ Dreftionr, admits to be required of perſons that 
are tobe beprized] t _ is this : Te, they do perform f 2c by their 
. Swreties, 8c. whach isa meertale. For, however the Swretzes pro- 
miſe, and engagefor theſe, in behalf of the infant; and, upon that ac- 
count, a charge (after Baptiſm ) is given to the Swreries,. to take care 
that the Infant, ſo ſoon as be is able to learn, be taught what he by them, 
vowed in Baptiſm, and what further is required of him : yet it was ne- 
ver read or heard of in Scripture, that one man either repented, or be. 
Heved in the name and room of another, whereby that other did re« 
ceive all or any of the ſpiritual benefits, exhibited and ſealed in either 
of the Sacraments to ſuch asare admitted to them. And to fay, the 
Infants perform (repentance and believing ) by their Swreties, becauſe 
the Sureties vow them both in the Infants names, is a ſtrange and untrue 
expreſſion : for itis not vowing by one, that another ſhall repent, and 
helen when he 1s not at preſent able to do either, that can truely be 
faid, tobe a performing of them, by -him that makes that vow ; 
ſuppoſing him to be a true belzever,which many Sureties be not. 

12. In the Commination appointed and enjozned by the Rwbrick be 
fore it, to be nſed divers times inthe year, (however a learned Do&@or 
would ſhift off the objeQion againſt it, by ſaying, Non tam exigitur 
quam conſulitur : ) there is a ſervice ſet up, which, however it was ap- 
pointed by Godto be once uſed by the children of Iſrael ſo ſoon as 
they were gone over Fordan into Canaan, Deut. 27. yet is now no way 
warrantable in the Publique Worſhip of God : that is, for the Mini- 
ſter openly to denounceCurſes npon all finners,divers times in the year; 
and that, not in the ordinary Reading-place, but owt of the Pulpit: 
To which, all tbe people are required to ſay, Amen : Whereby many of 
them are neceſlitated tocurſe themſelves. But, as fer that place in 
Deuteronomy, that 1s no warrant for this, now ; Becauſe, that wasno 
part of the Pxblique Service then incumbent on the Prieſts, or Levites, 
nor to be done by any in the place of Publique Worſhip : but upon 
Mount Ebal] : and that by fix of the Tribes, to wit, Reuben, Gad, A- 
ſher, Zebulun, Dan and Naphtali, ver. 13. and that, but once. And 
letit be obſerved, that Levi was none of them that were appointed 
to Cxrſe; nor were they of that Tribe, ſo much as among them. But 
he was to be upon Mownt Gerizzim , with Simeon, Fudab, Iffachar,, 
Foſeph and Benjamin, to bleſi, ver. 12, And this was the charge be- 
fore:given of God by Moſes unto Aaron and. his ſors, (as their conſtant 
duty at all publique Aſſemblies of the Congregation for Worſip ) 
Numb.6.23, &c. to blefs the-Congregation, thus : The Lord bleſs thee, 
and keep thee; the Lor&make bis face to ſhine upon thee, and be gracious 
wnto thee ; the Lord lift up .his conntenance upon thee, and give thee 
peace.

And here we ſpeak not of Ritesand Ceremonies, which be Divine, 
by Gods own ++ 400% ; for theſe are all, infome reſpe&s, parts of 
external Divine Worſhip, in their uſe, preſcribedby himſelf (ſuch are, 
the o#tward elements in the Sacraments, &c.) and, in other reſpetts, 
{ceremonies appendent to-that Worſhip, whichis internal, and princi- 
pally intended in and by that which is external by Diviae Infti- 
cution. 3 | 
But we ſpeak of Rites and Ceremonies, appointed by the Lights and 
Guides of the Church, for decency, order ang edification ; being of 
Humane inſtitution, and alterable, although uſed in the exerciſe of 
Religiow. Worſhip : according to the 34th Article of Religion, which 
teacheth chat it i not necellary that Ceremonies be in all places one, or

muſtbe changed, according to the diverſities of ( ountries, Times, and 
Mens manners, (which may make it evident that what is now defired, 
no way tendeth to diſorder, confuſion, or Schiſm ; but, to godly or- 
der, without the leaſt infringement of holy #n:ty in the Church) are 
lainly ſet forth before the Book,of Conmon-prayer it ſelf, nnder thac 
| "90" Ha or Title; Of Ceremonies, why ſome be aboliſhed, and ſome re- 
tained. Where it is ſaid, Of ſuch Ceremonies as be uſed in the Church, 
and bave had their beginning by the inftitution of man; ſome, at the firſt, 
were of godly intent and purpoſe deviſed, and yt at length turned to vanity 
and ſuperſtition ; ſome entred into the Church by-indiſeret Devotion, and 
ſuch a zeal as was without knovledge ;, and for becauſe they were winked 
at in the beginning, they grew-daily to more and more abuſes, which not 
only for their unprofitableneſi, but becauſe they bave much blinded the 
people, and chſcured the glory of God, are worthy to be cut away, and clean 
rejefted. h | 
The fame Preface fajth further, Some are put away, . becauſe the great 
exceſi and multitude of them bath ſo increaſed in theſe later days, that the 
burden of them was intolerable : wheresf St. Auguſtine in his time com+ 
plained, that they were grown to ſuch a number, that the eſtate of Chriſti- 
an people was in worſe caſe concerning that matter, then were the Fews. 
Ard he counſelled that ſuch yoke and burthen ſhould be taken away, as time 
would ſerve quietly to do it. But what would $t. Auguſtine bave ſaid, 
\ if be had ſeen the Ceremonies of late days uſed among us, wherennto the 
multitude uſed in his time was not to be compared ? This our exceſſive 
multitude of Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them ſo dark, that 
they did more confound and darken, then declare and ſet forth Chriſts be- 
nefits unto us. | | 
Upon theſe and other reaſons it was, that many Ceremonies intro- 
duced into the Maſi-Books and other Popith Breviaries,ſuch as,arecking 
and bowing to the E aft, to the Altar, the ſtanding up at Gloria, Patri, 
or Glory be to the-Fatber, &c. at the reading of . the Goſpels of the Day, 
the wearing of Robes, Copes, Lawn ſleeves, or other Veſtments, (ſave 
onely a Rochet to be worn by an Archbiſhop, or Biſhop, and Surplite 


only by Prieſts and Deacons; ) the wearing of Sandals or Slippers, 


when men go into Chxrches orChappels;the turning Communion T ables, 
and ſetting them. Altar-wiſe (at the Eaſt end of the Chance/, or ſet- 
tingup Altars of ſtone in that-place, whether the Congregation can 
hear or not :) womens wearing of Vazls, and offering of Chriſomes at

6. to be fet there, butat the Commu- 

nion 5 nor then, to be bowed unto, though the Bread and: Wine were 

" on the Table ;) The wearing of Hoods of degrees, and_many other 

ſuch like devices, 'all which were laid afide in 5: 6. Edvy. 6. as appears 

by the Rwbricks, and the AG for Uniformity in 1. Eliz. 2. compared 

together, which allows nothing but what was in the Book of 5.6. Edw. 

6. ſave onely the alterations mentioned in the ſaid Ad, as hath been 

before ſhewed. . And, however the Rubrick before the Book printed. 
in 1. Eliz. directerth to uſe ſuch Ornaments as were I uſe in- 
2. Edw. 6. yet that is no part of the Book eſtabliſhed : becauſe the 

Book of 5. 6. Edw. 6. hath no ſich Rabrickz and the AG enjoyns all 

tobe done according to that Book, and none other, or otherwiſe, Hows 

ever.,afterwards, another Statute of Q.E1:z. did fo appotur. 

Now, the ſame Preface before the Common<prayer, touching, Ceres. 
monies, giveth all men to anderſtand, that the myſt weighty came of the 
aboliſhing of certain Ceremonies,vas, that they were ſo far abuſed partly by 
the Superflitiows blindneſs of the rude and unlearned, and partly bythe 
xnſatiable avarice of ſuch as ſought more ther: own Iucre, then the glory 
of God, that the abuſes could not well be taken away, the thing remaining 
fil]. Upon which grounds, there wasa removal of them in 5. 6. 
Edw. 6. For then, was that Preface of Ceremonies firlt prefixed to the 
Book of Commoneprayer. 

But ſo great is the iech of mans corrupt nature after Hemane inven- 
tions in Divine Worſhip, and fo natural are Popiſh Gue-gaws and 
outward pompous toyes that pleaſe the ſenſes, that many of theſe 
(who had been laid afide, as above/aid, ia 5. 6. Edw. 6.) and that, act 
the Conference at Hampton-conrt, it was deſired that thoſe Ceremo- 
nies and Rites of the Croff in Beptiſm, kneeling at the Communion, 
the Swurplice, &c. might be put away 3 yet ſuch was the violence 
of the prevailing party at that time ; that, having obtained Li- 
cenſe under the Great Seal, they in Convocation, An. 1603. recalled 
ſundry of thoſe rejefted Ceremonzes again; and enjoyned all Studenes 
' in Colleges to wear Surplices tn time of Divine fervice, Can. 17. Copes 
by him that Miniſtreth the Sacrament; Epiſtolers and Goſpelers, ac= 
cording to7. Eliz. (there being no ſuch- Statute, nor Parliament in. 

7. Eliz.) and ſundry other things: under colour whereofgby degrees, + 

moſt of thoſe things before caſt out, 77z. bowing to the Eaſt, and to 
the 4/tar, with the reſt before named, were retroduced ; and now 
devoutly (or rather ſuperttitiouſly) obſeryed, without any ſhew or 
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cologr of warrant; but avcicxr cuſtom, which being, duly examined, 
willappear toll robe firſt uſed in the Popilh Churches, as roo pal- 


bly appeareth by the Preface touching Ceremonies before al- 


oed. | | 

Yea, thoſe very men who are ſo much for theſe; and not onely 
urge the 18th Canon of 1603. but the Qurens InjunGions ® for bow- 
ing at the Name of Feſis, which no Common-prayer-book, or Statute 
hathenjoyned; yet, .in other things, regard not thoſe Injundions, 
nor the Book of Homilies 3 no, nor the A@ for Uniformity it ſelf tonch= 
ing ſuch Ceremonies ns they have a mind to recal andadvance:- wits 
neſs their ſetting up Candles in Candleſticks on the High Altar (as they 
call it) and ſuch like ſuperſticions which che chird Injmn9on of Elie. 
reckons among thoſe things which tend fo Idolatry ant Superſtition, 
which of all other offences God goth moſt deteſt and abbor. They mult 
have their Antiphonies, Reſponds, &c. which the Prefzce to the Cor 
mon-prayer-book, tells us are laid afide, &c. Not conteiit with this, 
they muſt have all (except Candles lighted) that are upon the Popiſh 


Altars where Maſi is uſed, npon their high Altars ;- yea, piping on di» : 


vers Inſtruments, fnging (foas none can underſtand the #:4#er , but 
. onely be tickled withWhe muſich, ) playing upon Organs, &e. all which 
were laid afidein Ezv.6. and even by the 2 Hem. of the Place and time 
of Prayer , ( which is by vertue of Art. 35. ſubſcribed unto by eve. y 
Miniſter in Eng1ard that ever was admitted to any Ecelefiaſtical Pro= 
motion, according to the A of 13. Eliz. 12.) are cenfared and des 
clared openly to all,to be diſpleaſing #unt» God,and ſore and filthily to de- 
file his boly Hlonſe and Place f Prayer. All which are herementioned, 
to ſhew how far they deviate, and whither they are tending and poſt= 
ing amain , who under colonr of upholding, and praftifing of the lau- 
dable Rices and Ceremonies of the Chnrchof Englund , do recal and 
retroduce many Popiſh R3tes caft ont of this Church , and deſpiſe all 
Laws and Conſtitutions made againſt them; and are thereby lyable to 
Inditements every time they uſe them, upan the Statute of 1 Els. 2. 
We ſhall forbear to inſiſt longer upon tnis , but leave it to others to 
nudge what fad and dangerous etfeRs, theie things (if they be ſuffered 
and comtenanced) arelikely to produce. h 
- That which we chiefly aim at,t:,to ſhew a neceſſity of reforming thoſe 
Rites and Ceremonies contained in the Book of Commor:Prayer, or en- - 
joyned by the Canons of 1603. Suchare, the Swrplice, Copes, &c. en» 
Joyned tobe uſed by Miniſters ;. the Croff in Baptifm , Kneeling at the 
Communion, Marriage with the Ring, Bowing at the Name of Feſis, - 
and ſich like; impoſed upon all, as eſtabliſhed by Law. - But, fuch E- 
 ſtabliſhment, we do, and maſt deny, until weſee a Record produced, 
by which that Book now in uſe, or printed tn 1 Eliz. is by A& of Par= - 
_ hament, ratifiedand confirmed. For if either there be no Record, of 
that, to which an A& referreth , or __ there be more — 
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the Book-ſaid to be' eſtabliſhed ;- than the 4 mentioneth; can that 


Book be properly aid to be eſtabliſhed by Law, and not rather made 
void thereby ? In all other things, nothing is admitted for Law, or as 


- being of force by Law, but what is expreſly contained 7r verbz, in the 


At itſelf ; eſpecially , if the A refer to any thing to be confirmed 
by it , of whichno Recordean be produced, and which differs from 
ought elſe that is faid to be ratified by it. And this is the caſe of the 
preſent Litzrgy, which neither is Recorded, nor agreeth with,bur hath 
ſundry alterations from, and additions to that of. 5. 6. Edw. 6. heitdes 
thoſe hinted in the AGof 1 Eliz.2. And ifany Deed or Bond be raſed, 
or altered after ſealing ;.or, if raſed, or altered before ſealing, and 
that not witneſſed; will ſuch a Deed or Bond be admitted as good e- 


_ videnceatLaw , or Equity, if produced and pleaded ? Wethere- 


fore cannot underſtand how the preſent Service-Book can be eſtabliſh- 
ed by Law, it being no where Recorded; and, in ſundry things, (be- 
ſide thoſe mentioned in the Statute of 1 E1;z. 2.) varying from that 


_ which was once-Recorded , as hath been before demonſtrated. To 


fay, the Book, in what remaineth, ſtill bindeth, 7:2 tanto at leaſt, is bur 
a miſtake : for, any Record, or Deed, vitiated in any one part , makes 
void the whole, in Law. | __ --: 

And as for thoſe Rztes enjoyned in the Bookof Canons,we ſhall for- 
bear to ſpeak of the Legality of them,till we come to ſhew the neceſlity 
of Reformation m Diſcipline, a great part whereof is contained in that 
Book. . : 

. Nor 1s it our purpoſe to infiſt upon the znlawfalneſi of thoſe Cere- 
monies , ſoas to make any diſpute thereupon , nor to juſtifie or con- 
demn thoſe who hold them fimply unlawful in themſelves. But we, 
taking it for granted that they are in themſelves «J:d4pes , or things 
indifferent,do humbly pray that theſe things may be duely conſidered, 
in the general: ; 4D 

. I. Thatbeing ſuch, they ought notto be impoſed on thoſe, who- 


- cannot be fally perſwaded in their own minds and Conſciences that they 


are lawful, and therefore mult fin, if they uſe them. This is St.Pax/'s 
own Doctrineand Practiſe touching ans of this nature , notwith- 
ſtanding his own judgement of the lawfulne(s of them. In his days, 


many godly Chriſtians, both in Rome; Corinth, and elſewhere, made 


ſcruple of ſundry meats forbidden in the Levitical Law , and of omit- 
ting days enjoyned by it. Others, ſatisfied of the lawfulneſs of both, 


 dideat thoſe meats, andomit thoſe days; at which others were ſcan- 


dalized : ſome, by adventuring through other mens example , to do 
thelike , albeit they were not fully ſatisfied of the lawfulne( thereof, 
and thereby ſinned : others took offence, apd were grieved,and there- 
_ cenſured all that uſed their Chriſtian Liberty in thoſe things of 
which they that uſed it,were fully fatisfied:and hereapon,theweak,for

#0 bim it i unclean,Rom-14-15: And, Allthings thileed ave'pnre 5 butt 
is evil for that man who eateth with affc;ce:: It is gnod neivher to eat fleſh, 
nor to drink wine, nor any thing whereby thy brotber ftmbleth, ar is made 
weak, verſ.20,21. His Pradtiſe was this: 1. Touching himſelf ; F 
meat make my brother to offend, will eat no fleſh while the world ftandeth, 
left I make my brother to offend, 1 Cor.$.13.

2. If it be ſaid, The inſtances laſt given concern one!y -private 
things , and private practiſes ;- what is this-to Publick Order in the 
Houſe of God, where the Service and Worſhip of Almighty God, by the 
Hedge of Ceremonies is preſerved from lying open to all profaneneſ(; as a 
confident ſtickler for Ceremonies, groundleſly pretendeth? To this, it 
is anſwered, That Ceremonies are no ſuch Hedge ; unleſs to keep out 
ſuch as haveas good right to the Ordinances as they who do impoſe 
them, (for which they muſt one day give a fadaccount ;) and,” that it 
1s much more dangerous and finful to enjoyn things of this nature for 
Publick uſein the Adminiſtration of Publick Ordinances, Becanſe; 
thoſe private meats, &c. may be avoided by ſuch as' take offence at 
them; for , what neceſlity ,- to bepreſent at theuſe of them ? Bur,

notconforming tothem, which they cannot do withont fm. So that 
che impoſing of them upon all , or the »fing of them before all , who 
cannot, without fin, ſiibmit-to them, isthe abnſingof Authority, and 
the making it to fin againſt Chriſt , by putting it upon the forcing thoſe 
for whom Chriſt died, to ſin againſt their own Conſciences, and to drive 
them an to deftrufjion in Hel , as a man would force a Beaſt into the

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Y Church-Government is meant the Ecclefiaftcal Government of 

the Church of Exgland, faid, and commonly reputed to be eſta- 
bliſhed ky the-Laws of the Realm. . For, however ſome have of late 
(55 ens to a Jus Divinum, or Divine 1nftitution of 'Epiſcepacy, of 
ate years uſed in England; yet the Laws of the kingdom would never 
own any ſuch thing, nor ſuffer them to exerciſe any power, but what 
the Municipal Laws Authorize them unto. Yea, the Statute of Provi- 
ſors, 25th of Edw.3. An. 1350. Declareth plainly that Pre/acy it (elf 
was eretted in Enzland by the Kings of England, and not. by any 0+ 


' ther Authority. - For that Stature begins thus :: Fhereas late in the 


Parliament of good memory of Edward King of England, Grandfather to © 
our Lord the King that now is, the froe and twentieth year of bis Reign, 
bolden at Carlile, the Petition beard, put before tbe ſaid Grandfather and 
his Counſel in bis ſaid Parliament by the Comminalty of the ſaid Realm, 
containing ; That whereas the Holy Church of England was F O U ND- 
ED IN FHE ESTATE OF PRELACIE: - within the 
Realm of England'by the ſaid Grandfather, and his Progenitors, and the 
Earls, and other Nobles of bis ſaid Realm, andtheir Anceſtors, to inform 
them and the people of the Law of Gcd, 8c. Therefore, we cannot look 
upon ſuch Biſhops in any other Capacity, in England. And, according 
hereunto, cake notice, under this Head of Chxrch-government, 1: Of 
their Conſtitr/1ion by Conſecrationz. 2. Of their Fxriſgittion, by De- 
tegation of his Majeſty according. to his Laws. © 3. Of their Execution 
of Diſcipline accordingly. By their: Conſecration, they have a power 
of Ordination. © By their Furiſdiion, they have a power to Govern. 
And,by their Execntion of that Office,they have a power of Diſcipline. 
Burt, alltheſe, according to' the Laws of the Land; and none other, 
or otherwiſe. We ſhall therefore ſpeak ſomewhat to each of cheſe, 
and humbly offer Reaſons of the zeceſity of reforming Epiſcopacy and

& 1, JD Y the Laws of the Land, after the death of any Biſhop, his py Heylia, 
« Majeſty uſeth to ſend out his Writ of Conge 4 Eſker, to Advertiſ.on 
&« the Dean and Chapter to Ele& another. Which EleCion being Hiſt. of K. 
& made, fignified under the Chapter-Seal, and confirmed by the Roy- Cha#1cs: p- 
« al Aﬀent ; the King ſendeth out his Mandate to the Archbiſhop of '?** 
& the Province, to proceed to Conſecration (of the perſon ſo eleted) 
& or Confirmation (if conſecrated before, and now but Tranſlated from 
© one See to another) as the caſe may vary. Sos it acknowledged 
by one that takes on him to know more than many others of this par- 
ticular. But, whereas he addeth, that therezpon it muſt needs be, that 
when the Church comes to ſuch a condition (that ts, to be without Arch- 
biſhops and Deans and Chapters ; of both which the ſame Author faith, 
the late King was content (in the Confer. at the Iſle of 1igbt ) to grant 
an abolition;)8&;,that this was acknowledged on all fides that where there 
is no Deanand Chapter to Eled, and no Pn gin to Conſecrate, and 
_ Confirm the Perſon elefted ; there can be legally, and regularly no ſucceſſi- 
on of Biſhops : There is nonecellity of ſuch a Conſequence, nor of ma- 
| king more Archbiſhops, or Deans and Chapters, or continuing of any 
ſuch, if it ſhall pleaſe the King and Parliament, by any A@ or Statute 
to appoint any other way and courſe of Ele&ion and Conſecration of 
Biſhops. Which is as eafie to be.done.as any thing elſe Ena&ed in Par- 
lament; there being no Divine Right ſo much as pretended unto, 
for ſuch Ele&ion, or Conſecration as of late was uſed in England. 
2. Whereas it is of late much infiſted upon, that Epzſcopacy is not 
only an Office of Precedency and Prefidency above other Presbyters and 
- Miniſters, given to them by the free Ele&ion of the reſt ; to regulate, 
order, and att things agreed upon by the Presbytery joyned with 
them, as the Commander in chief in an Army, as the Capital Fuſtice in 
a Comrt, or as the Speaker in either Houſe of Parliament ; but that ir 
5a diftin& and ſpecifical Order (by Divine Right ) Superiour to all 
other Presbyters, which Order onely, is Authorized to exerciſe ſich 
things as none elſe may medle with : We ſay, that this in England was 
never at all arrogated by any Biſhops, till of very late times. 2. The

lid Antiquity. Yea, 3. thoſe very Antiquities which they allege, are 


either ſpurious, or elſe ſpeak nothing either. of ſole Ordination, or of 
ſole Furiſdifiion ; but rather, the contrary ;-as might eaſily be made 
out. But, we tye our ſeives to ſpeakto theſe particulars only, as faid 
to bemadeout by Law. 

3. This was never yielded by any Law of England; nor, by the 
Book of Ordization. F or, however that Book eſtabliſhed in 5.6. E«w. 
6. and (after repeal by Qteen Mary ) confirmed in 8. Eliz. cap. 1. 
Yet whenit ſpeaks of the making of Biſhops, it calls that a Conſecration, 
and notan Ortinationzas jt doth,when it ſpeaks of making Deacons,and' 
Presbyters, which it calleth Prieſts ; calling one, The form and manner 
of Ordering Deacons; the other, The form of Ordering Priefts. But 
when it ſpeaks of the other, it changeth this Word Ordering, and calls 
it, The form of Conſecrating an Archbiſhop, or Biſhop. Which ſhews 
plainly, that the Book of Ordination never meant to make Biſhops, or 
(as Dr. Gauden calls it) Legal Epiſcopacy, to be not only in Degree, and 
Office of Prolocutor,but ina diſtin Order, of Chriſt's and his Apoſtles 
inſtitution, Superiour to a PresJbyter, It is indeed an eafie matter for 
a bold man to contradi this; and, to fay, that the antient Writers call 
the Solemn form of conſecrating a Biſhop by no other name then that of Or- 
dinatio Epiſcopi : but, it ſeems,it is not ſo eafte to prove what he ſaith. 
For he produceth no ſuch = at all: fo that this confident ſaying 
touching ſuch Ordnation of Bifhops (affirmed by his Adverſary to be a 
Novel Popiſh Poſition) that this is | Not Nzvel, be is ſure] isbut a meer 
ſhift, anda put off, no confutation at all. And, where he is pleaſed 
afterwards tourge the Preface to the Book of Ordination, which men- 
tioneth, three Orders of Miniſters in the Church ; Biſhops, Prieſts and 
Deacons ; and, one paſſage inone of the Prayers, at the C:nſecration 
of an Archbiſhop or Biſhop, to prove that Epiſcopacy isa diſtin Order 
from, and Superiour to that of Presbyters: he muſt be intreated to 

take notice, 1. That the Preface alleged faith not (as he ſpeaks) theſe 
THREE Orders; but, onely, theſe Orders of Miniſters, &c. But e- 
ven there, by way of explanation, the Preface calls them Offices, 
[ which Offices were evermore bad in ſuch reverent eſtimation, &c.] now 
we deny them not to be diſtin& Offces ; only we cannot admit, m his 
ſenſe, the Office of a Biſhop to be a diftin& Order, above Prebytery. 
For, even, in that very Preface, it ſpeaks of Conſeerating, not of Or- 
daining a Biſhop, as the Book all along doth of Ordering, that is, Or- 
daining of Deacons and Prieſts : but never of other then of Conſecra- 


ting of Archbiſhop and Biſhops, that is, of ſetting them over the reſt in 


degree

degreejro be the month and hand of the reſt, in exectiting whatby-the 
reſt isagreed upon. And 2. touching that Prayer he mentions,wherein 
Epiſcopacy is called, in that Part of the Book it ſelf which concerneth 
Biſhops, an Order : This is but a wyre-drawing of the Words, and a 


meer wreſting of them. The Words of the Prayer are theſe, 4t- 


mighty God, giver of all good things, which by thy haly Spirit haſt appoin« 
ted divers Orders of Miniſters in thy (Church, merciſully behold this thy 
Servant, now called to the Wark and Miziſtry of a Biſhop, &c. Now, how 
do theſe words prove a Biſhop to bea diſtin& Order, when ſpeaking 
of the perſon then to be made Biſhop, it isnot ſaid, heis called to the 
Order, but to the Worz and Miniſtryof 2 Biſhop ? And ſeeing he onely 
talks of antient Writers, but produceth none, we ſhall make bold to 
mind him what is the ſenſe of the Canom-Law (which he pleads tobe 
ſtill in forcein England) if Lindwood (that great Engliſh Canoniſt) be 
ofany yalue with him; who faith expreſly, Epiſcopatus non eff Ordo. 
Yea, the very Book of Ordination, in ordering of Prieſts, T—_— 
1 Tim, 3. tobe then read | 1f any deſire the Office of a Biſhop, be d-fireth 
an boneft work, A Biſhop muſt be blameleff, &c.] doth more then ta» 
citly admit a Biſhop and a Presbyter not to differ in Order. To 
which we ſhall add the judgement of an antient Archbiſhop of Canter= 
bury, even Anſelmus himſelf (an high man for the Pope, and a great 
Conteſtor with the King for Ecclehaftical Juriſdi&ion, even beyond 
the bounds of the Laws of this Land) who in his Commentary on the 
Epiſtle to the Philippians, where Paul,cap.1. faluteth but two Orders, 


Biſhops and Deacons, on the word Epiſcopir, faith thus : Epiſcopir, id 
eſt, Presbyterig-====Efiſcopos namque pro Presbyteris more ſo poſuit. Nom \ 


enim plures Epiſcopi in una civitate erant, neque Presbyteros intermitte« 
ret, ut ad Diaconos deſcenderet, Sed dignitatem & excellentiam Presby= 
terorum declarat, dum eoſdem qui Presbyters ſunt, Epiſcopos eſſe manife= 
ftat. Quod autem poſtea uns elefus eſt, qui ceteris preponeretur, in 
Schiſmatis remedio facium eft, ne unuſquiſque ad ſe trahens Evangelium, 
rumperet. Nam eſt Alexandriz a Marco Evangelifta uſque ad Hera 
clam, & Dionyſtum Epiſcopos ( qui ſederunt in Centuria 3.) Pretbyte= 
ram unum de ſe elecium, & in Excelfiori loco & Gradu collocatum Epiſ= 
copum nominabant, quomado fi Exercitus, Imperatorem faciat, aut Dia= 
coni elegant de ſe, quem induſtrinm noverint, & Archidiaconum vocent.

” 4. Biſhops, being Conſecrated, have power by the Stat. of 5. 6. Edrw, 
Peas On x. to Os both =o. Aey and Presbyters, which the. 
Book incongruouſly calleth Prieſts. But, whereas the Epiſcopal Par. 
ty claimeth ſole Ordination, as ifno Miniſtercan be rightly Ordained, 
whois not ordained by a Biſhop; and, under this -pretence, many of 
the preſent Prelatical Party ftick not to degrade and unordain ſuch 
Miniſters as are Ordained by Presbyters alone (even where no Biſhops 
areallowed toexecute that Office) and Schiſmarically to adviſe and 
perſwade all to withdraw from all Afſemblies and Ordinances, as being 
no Ordinances of Chriſt, where ſuch Miniſters as are ordained onely 
by the Presbytery without a Biſhops do adminiſter : We mult give this 
Anſwer. 1. That there is no Scripture that appropriateth this to Bi- 
| ſhopsalone. 2. There are h—_ warrants in the New Teſtament to 
-uſtifie the laying on of hands without a Biſhop in their ſenſe. When 
Barnabas and Sanl (after called Pay! )were tobe ſent out to preach,the 
Holy Ghoſt commanded to ſeparate them for that Work ; whereup- 
on Simeon ſur-named Niger, Lucius of Cyrene, and Manaen (not one of 
thema Biſhopin our Prelatical Advocates ſenſe) laid hands on them, 
and ſent them forth, As 13. Thus, Timothee was ordained by the laj- 
ing on of hands of the Prgsbjtery, 1 Tim. 4.14. This made him a 
preaching Presbyter and Biſhop : although the laying on of Pauls hands 
made hun an Evangeliſt, 2 Tim. 1.6. 3. The Book of Ordination it 
ſelf, though it appoint the Biſhop to be 749854, the preſident and chief 
Ador ; yetit allows him not toaG& (asin Confirmation of Children) 
alone , in the Ordaining of Presbyters or Prieſts ; But, the Biſhop 
with the Prieſts preſent ſhall lay their bands ſeverally upon the head of e« 
zery one tht receiveth Orders. $o, the Rabrick, : therefore no Biſhop 
-hath ſole g,ower of Ordination, nor may he Ordain alone. 4. That ve- 
-ry Statute of 8. El:z. 1, which ratifieth the Book of Ordination, doth 
not tye all to that one Form, as appears by the Stat, of 13. Ez. 12. 
which ſaith thus : Be it Enatied by the Amthority of this preſent Parlia= 
ment, That every perſon under the degree of a Biſhop, which doth, or, 
thall pretend tobe a Prieft or Miniſter of Gods holy Word and Sacraments, 
by reaſon of any other form. of Inſtitution, Conſecration, or Ordering, then |

beth. 5. Thisis to un-Church all the: Proteſtant Churches in Chri- 
ſtendom, where there are no Biſhops ; and, to deny them Communi- 
on with the Church of Ergland, which hitherto hath owned chem,

tin Order to Chureh-Governnent, 
and held Communion with them as true Churches of Chrift. 


| Now, infew words, we muſt a little take notice of the neceflity of 
Reforming that Book it ſelf. | . 


1. In the Preface. For, where that ſaith , 1: i evident unto all men 
diligently reading the holy Scripture, and ancient Authors, that from the 
Apoſtles time, there hath been theſe Orders of Miniſters in ( briſts Church, 
Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons : it hath been ſhewed before, that (how- 
ever we read of Biſhops, Presbyters,or Elders, and Deacons) theſe are 
not three diſftin& Orders of the Miniſtry ; for that Biſhops and Pregby- 
ters are of the ſame Order. Nor are Presbyters, Prieſts: there being 
no ſuch 2ame in the New Teſtament,nor any ſuch Office in the Miniſtry 
of the Goſpel, Now ſeeing , this Prefaceis ſo munch made uſe of, 
and wreſted, to provean untruth touching the diſtinftion of Orders ; 
and , gives ſuch a name to Miniſters , as argues them to be Sacerdotes 
Sacrificali, facrificing Prieſts, (which is not ſo, but repugnant to their 
Office) it ought to be reformed. 

2. Inthe Ordering of Deacons,the Brſhop ( alone ) is to lay on hands, 
whereas it is not ſo to be done in the Ordering of Prieſts , (, as they are 
_nick-named) or Conſecration of —_— And this alſo is contrary 
to the praftice of the Apoſtles themſelves , expreſſed in that very 
Scripture, A@#.s. appointed to be one of the Epiſtles to be read at 
that time ; where, after chooſing the ſeven Deacons, it is ſaid,T befe they 
ſet before the Apoſtles ; and when they bad prayed, THET ( not , 'one of 
them) laid their hands. on them. Now, ſeeing this was ſo; and, that 
at every Ordination of Deacons,other Miniſters, befide the Biſhop, are 


preſent; and ſeeing further, it is ſaid in the third Prayer then uſed af- 


ter the Letany, that God did inſpire bis Apoſtles to chwſe to this Order-=« 
St. Stephen , with other; which dire&ly croflſeth the Text , which 
faith , The whole multitude choſe them ;. and that by order from the A- 
poſtles : Why thould ſuch a praftice be continued by a fingle Biſhop, 
ſo contrary to that of the Apoſtles themſelves, and every other Ord: 
24tion in our own Church? 

3- In the Ordering of Priefts. Wefay, as before, that Titleor 
name of Przeſt,ought to be changed, for the Reaſons aboveſaid. ' But, 


that which moſt offenderh, is, that in the very a& of Ordaining, the - 


Biſhop takes upon him to give that, which none but God himſelf hath 
power tobeftow, where it faith, Receive the Holy Ghoſt, &c. which be 
_ the words of Chrift himſelf to his Apoftles, without any warrant from 
him to be uſed by Biſhops, or any others. For, however Ordination 


be neceffary, yet there can be no reaſon, thata Biſhop, or other per- 


. ſons, ſhould in this afſume more in officiating , then in all other Mini- 
ftrations , where the words of Inftitution, in Baptiſm, in the admini= 


fixing the Lords Smpper, 8c. are firſt rehearſed; and then, ar the _ 
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of miniſtring, aPrayer is uſed, not a Magifterial uſe of the very words: 
of Chriſt himſelf in the firſt inſtitution ; as is obvious to all. This 
cherefore favors of preſiumption,not to be admitted in fo holy an aCti- 
on: efpecially, where a Bithop ſhall (as by report, ſomenow do) take 
npon him to breathe upon the perſon he ordaineth, as Chriſt did upon 
his Apoſtles. Moreover, it like now claimed as peculiar to Epzſco- 
| pacy (as a diſtin Order) to have the ſole power of Ordination, which 
hath been proved not to be ſo;Itis requiſite that herein alſo ſome De- 
claration be made tothecontrary, that we may not give offeace to 
the Proteſtant Chrirches with whom we hold Communion; nor ad- 
= - ſuch an antruth among our ſelves, to which all muſt ſub- 
cribe. | 
4 As for Conſecrating of Archbiſhops and Biſhops , ( in which the 
ſame Scripture, 1 Tim.3. is readagain , that was uſed in Ordaining of 
Priefts ; which ſheweth,that the Compilers of that Book never dreamt 
of adiſtinftion of Orders between Biſhops and Presbytcrs ) we onely 
fay thus much , That there being no warrant in Scripture for Arch- 
biſhops ; but onely from the praftice of after-times , whereby they 
were, by men onely, called to that height, we ſee no necelſlity of their 
Conſecraticnz no more doth our Church; for that it makes the ſame 
Conſceration which is for Biſhops,to ſerve for Archbiſhops. Upon this 
account , we feeno reaſon. why a ſolemn Oath of Canonical Obedi- 
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ence.to the Archbiſhop , ſhould then be adminiſtred to every perſon 
that is to be Biſhop. The Exception againſt that Expreflion of the 
Archbifhop in the a& of Conſecration of a Biſhop, Take the Holy Ghoſt, 
being ſpoken to before; here we onely make the ſame profeſſion a- | 
gain{t1t, which there we did, and fo leave it, and proceed to the next 
Head of Eccleſiaſtical Government, which is Friſdifiior.

I. 
Of Ecclefiaſtical Juriſdiction, 


T hath been of late the claim of our Biſhops to have in them the 
ſole power of Fxriſa;&ion in Cauſes Eccleſiaſtical : which is now 
pleaded for fo boldly and openly by their Advocates , and ſuch as aſc 
ſpire tothe ſame Office and Dignity, that it is now made (though ve- 
ry gtoundleſly) an Effential part of Epiſcopacy, by Divine Right ; wit- 
neſs among other , the Author of an Anſwer to a Letter ſent to Dotior 

\ Turner, to Oxford, who alledgeth ſeveral Scriptures, viz. 1 Tim.5.19. 


Tit.1.5, 
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__ 93«.1:4- to provethat;Ecckſfraftical Furiſdittion is in Biſhops onely. To 
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Bart, ſeeing Biſhops an exerciſe no Juriſdiftion in Englaxd,but what 
is allowed by the Lawsof the Land, as we ſhall after make it manifeſt 
to every eve ; we ſhall not much trouble our ſelves,at this time, with 


cheir claim by Divine Right, Howbeit , leſt they ſhould think there 


3s nothing to be faid againſt it, we defire it may be conſidered, (which 
is known t9 all that have ſeriouſly .confulted Antiquity ) that in the 
Primitive Ages of the Church, there was no Eccleſiaſtical uriſdidi- 
on exerciſed, but by the Biſhops , and their Conliſtory of Presbyters 
together. Even, in Romeit ſelf , there was , even in Cyprians time, 
a number of the Clergy, who a&ted with the Biſhop, as well as elfe- 
where. Thence grew (by Corruption) their Conclave of Cardinals. 
And, from the ſame Original), here in England, firſt , Monks ; after- 
wards, Deans and Chapters, were joyned with the Biſpops,to afliſt both 

in Ordination and Furiſdidion : although of late times they joyned 
with them in neither : Such was the Pride of the one,and the Idleneſs 
of the other. Which laſt, his late Majeſty was content to — withal. 
They being of no uſe, but onely to confirm Grants of the Biſhop 3 as 
he , confirmed theirs: keeping ſundry Benefices of Cure in their 
hands, and ſeldome or never reſiding on them ; under pretence of re» 
{idence near the Biſhop; whereas the Canons of 1603.require them to 
reſide on their Benefices with Cure , all but the ſpace of one moneth in the 
year %, unleG hebea Dean, Mafter, Warden, or chief Governour of a 
Cathedral, or Church, who, by Can. 42. is to reſide there, ninety days, 
Conjundim or Diviſim. This 1s ſpoken not to juſtifie the Contimiati= 
on of Deans and Chapters; or, to move for reducing them to the an- 
cient courſe of corrupt times , in making them alone to be the Adju- 
tors of Biſhops: for Jwriſdi&1on 18 as proper to all the Presbytery, as 
to thoſe Cathedral Presbyters. But we urge it, meerly and oneiy to 
demonſtrate the falſhood of that upſtart Afſertion , that Biſhops bave 
ſole power of Furiſdifion. 

And that we may contra our ſelves within neceſlary brevity (con- 
ſidering to whom we make our Addrefs) we ſhall give but one in® 
ſtance more ; and that ſhall be out of the Book of Ordination, in the 
Ordering of Prieſts, Where, among other 2zeſtions propounded by 
the Biſhop to him that is to be ordained Prieſt , this is one 3 Will you 
reverently obey your Ordinary , and other chief Miniſters, unto whcm the 
Government and Charge is committed over you; follewing with a glad 
mind and will their godly Admonition , and ſubmitting your ſelf to their 
godly Fudgements ? To this each of them that are to be ordained, ari- 
ſwereth , 1will ſo do , the Lord being my hetper;—By this it is evident, 
that more, beſide Biſhops, have power of Juriſdi&on. If "it be faid, 
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- this may be meant of Archdeacons, Deans, 8c. that have it under the * 
Biſhop: what is chiseo the intituling of all Miniſters thereunto 2 Je © 
15 anſwered out of the Rzbrick before the Commurnion, whereby eve-- 
ry Curate is authorized to keep off from that Sacrament , every open 
and notorious Liver, by whom the Congregation is offended, until be have 
openly declared himſelf to have truely repented, and. amended bis former 
wicked life, that the Congregation may thereby be ſaticfied, Yea, where 
he finds batred and variance, he is to ſuſpend from the Sacrament, 
the party refuſing to be reconciled to the other, and be content to for- 

zve from the bottom of bis heart, all that the other bath tranſgreſſed againſt 
Gm , and to make amends for that he himſelf hath offended. What is 
chis, bur as much and as high Juriſdi&ion as any Biſhop can uſe in that 
particular ? | 
If this ſuffice not, take one paſſage more. In the ſame Book of Or- 
dination , in the Ordering of Priefts. The Biſhop asketh every perſon 
whom he ordaineth a Prieft, this Queſtion ; Will you give your faithful 
diligence always fo to miniſter the Doctrine antt Sacraments, and the DI- 
SCIPLINE of Chriſt , as the Lord bath commanded, and as this Realm 
bath received the ſame ? &c. To which, each Prieſt is to anſwer, I will 
ſado , by the help of the Lord. What can be a more clear evidence of _ 
the intention of our Church in the firſt Reformation,then to admit all 
Presbyters to have a ſhare in Ecclefiaſtical Juriſdiftion, and in the Ad- 
miniſtration of it ? | 
How long Biſhops and others under them , have had Eccleſiaſtical 
Confiſtories to exerciſe Eccleſiaſtical Fariſdition , to us is not certain. 
Yetit appeareth by Sir Edw. Cook,, that William the Conqueror was 
the firſt that, by his Charter to the Dean and Chapter of Lincoln, did 
_ Sherifts, in their Tozrne Courts (wherein , before-time, all 
ccleſiaſtical matters were heard, and determined) to intermedle any 
more With Eccleſiaſtical Cauſes , but leave them to the Biſhops. 
Thence , ſome conclude, that Biſhops have held Courts ever ſince 
IW:lliam 1, Others, finding no inrollment of that Charter , until 
2 Ric. 2, will not admit of fo great Antiquity thereof. And the 
ſame Sir Edw. Cook there alledgeth the Red Book of Hen. 1. De general. 
Placitis Comitatmum , Cap. 8. extant in the Office of the Kings Re- 
memb. in the Exchequer, wherein, in the Sheriffs Toxrne Court, 1s ſaid, 
Ibi agantur primo debits vere Chriſtianitatis jura : Sccundo, Regis placi= 
ta; poſtremo,cauſe ſngulorum dignis ſatisfatiionibus expleaniur. There, 

Tet be handled,firſt, all due Laws of Chriſtianity, (or,Conrt-Chriftzan.) 
Secondly , Pleas of the King. Laſtly , Cauſes of particular perſons, 
&c. Whereupon they (that is,others) conclude that Eccleſiaſtical cauſes 
were bandled in the Tourn, in H. 1. long after the ſaid ſuppoſed Charter. 
Then he addeth, And certain it is, the Biſhops Conſijtories were erefed, 
and cauſes Eccleſiaſtical removed from the Tourn to the Confiftory after .

©. + "Bar, let the Antiquity thereof, be whatic will; it is moſt certain; 
that however the Popes and their Agents did often intrude, and uſurp 
Authority within this Realm , yer the King and Parliament ever held 
che Biſhops and Clergy of Er2!&:d within the verge of the Laws of 
the Land ; never permitting them, either by colour of Magna Charta, 
or otherwiſe, to exerciſe any Authority , but with ſubmiſhon to the 
Municipal Laws.

- any further power, ( incaſethey havea' mindto reſtore them to for- | 
mer ar apr en put to his hand to make them ſo many Popes; ;

And whereas ſome are pleaſed to affirm, that by the Statnte of 25. 
Hen.$. cap. 19. there was a ſtricter reſtraint laid upon the Biſhops and 
Clergy, than in the times before, when they fate in Convocation, viz. 
No Canons ſhonld be made and put in exerciſe, that were contrariant 
or repugnant to the Laws of the Land : it is manifeſt that the ſame li- 
' mitation was long before ſet upon them. For Sir Edw,. Cook, (ibid, 
cap.74. pag.323-) ſaith,. That the King did ofien appoint Commiſſioners 
by Writ , to fit with them at the Convecation , and to have cognizance of 
fach things as they meant to eftabliſh, that nothing ſhould be done in prejus 
dice, &Cc. and for this he citeth 5 1. Ed. 3. nu. 42. 46-Edw. 3. prem.$. 
21. Ed. 4.45. Rot. Parl, x Ric.2. nu: 114. from which he concluderh, 
that che Statute of 25. H. 8. 19. is but Declaratory of the old Eommon 
Law. 
And, foftri were the Kings anciently over Biſhops and Archbi- 
ſhops too, that when the Clergy petitioned in Parliament ( 51. Edw. 3. , Ingle.

What power they had in the High Commiſſion Court , is needleſs to 
mention,the Courtbeing happily laid afide by the Statute of 17 Car.z, 
cap.11. But, whereas they Ladfted upon ſole FuriſdiGion , and now 
begin to exerciſe itzor at leaft,to renew their claim thereunto,it is very 
well known , that by the Statute of 1. Edw. 6. 2. they could hold no 
Courts, but in the Kings name ; nor that, wicthout Commiſſion under 
the Great Seal : which power was indeed revived and re-eftabliſhed 
by the A& of 1. E!iz. aſter it had been repealed 1. Mar. 2. Howteir, 
all that power is again repealed , and made void for ever, by the ſame 
A of 17. Car. 1. andnow, no Commiſſions to be granted them any 
more.

Dominions and Countries. And to viſit, reform, redreſi,order,corref and 
amend all ſuch Errors, Hereſ'es, Schiſms, Abuſes, Offences, Contempts 
and Enormities whatſoever , which by any manner Spiritual or Eccleſiaſti= 
cal Power, Authority or FuriſdiGion, can, or may lavfully be reformed, or= 
acred, redreſſed, correfied, reſtrained or amended , to the pleaſure of Al- 
mighty God, thecincreaſe of Vertue, and the Conſervation of the Peace and. 
Unity of this Realm. And that ſuch perſon or perſons ſoto be named, aſ= 
fened , authorized, and appointed by your Highueff, your Heirs or Suc« 
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ceſſmers, after the ſai Letters Patenity to him or them made and delivers 
ed, us is aforeſaid, ſhall. bave full power and authority by vertue of ths 

AS; and of the ſaid Letters. Patents, under your Highneſs, your Heirs or
